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A DEVASTATING house fire on 
Saturday has led to a call for 24- 
hour staffing at Haverhill Fire 
Station. 

Amanda Coltman, of Colbeck 
Road, Haverhill, saw her kitchen 
and conservatory damaged in a fire 
that spread from her garden shed to 
her house on Saturday afternoon. 

She was at a barbecue at her 
neighbour’s when she noticed 
smoke in the sky and went into the 
street. 

Amanda, 46, said: “I saw thick 
black smoke and screamed for my 
husband. Another neighbour had 
already called the fire brigade. 

“It took so quickly. Within five 
minutes it went from the shed 
down our wooden fence and into 
our house.” 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue received a 
call to the fire at 4.40pm that day. 
They sent three fire crews to the 


tion, but the staff are not there. 
They are called to the station if 
there is a fire, and go from there to 
the scene of the fire. 

The Colbeck Road fire was attend¬ 
ed by “on-call” crews. The fire ser¬ 
vice says its response time in this 
instance was approximately nine 
minutes. Ms Coltman claims she 
was waiting more than 20 minutes 
for them to arrive. 

She said: “The fire service being 
there earlier would have made a big 
difference to the outcome. 

“If you don’t have a fire at the 
right time of day you lose out. 

“A neighbour’s already written to 
the council about this, and I’ve 
contacted the local MP. I want 
Matthew Hancock to come and 
have a look at my garden.” 

Mr Hancock, MP for West Suffolk,

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site. Two pumps were used and the 
fire was out by 5.50pm. 

Four garden sheds, including Ms 
Coltman’s, were damaged, as well 
as her home. 

The damage to the house was so 
substantial that Ms Coltman has 
been told it may be six to 12 months 
before she can live there again. 

She said: “The firemen were 
excellent, but I would like to com¬ 
plain about the fact that we don’t 
have a full-time fire service in 
Haverhill.” 

Haverhill Fire Station is “day- 
crewed”, meaning that during 
weekday working hours it is fully 
staffed, but on evenings and week¬ 
ends it is an “on-call” station. This 
means that at these times, the 
equipment remains at the fire sta¬

Anger at loss 
of wildflowers 


WILDFLOWERS have been 
destroyed after grass verges 
in a park were cut. 

Embankments in Haver¬ 
hill Flood Park, also known 
as Meldham Washlands or 
West Town Park, are home to 
a huge variety of wildflow¬ 
ers, including bee orchids, 
pyramidal orchids, knap¬ 
weed, meadowsweet and 
birdsfoot. 

Early this year, Environ¬ 
ment Agency cut away scrub 
growth on the banks in or¬ 
der to maintain the reservoir 
in the park. 

Retired park ranger Dave 
Bax said: “We usually see all 
the glorious wildflowers. It 
just incensed me no end to 
see they have mown it down. 

“It’s such a spectacular 
display and now it’s just 
a brown, dried-up mess. 
Couldn’t they have left it just 
for a couple of months? 

Mr Bax says there are 
also ground-nesting birds 
which live on the embank¬ 
ments. One species there is 
the meadow pipit, which the 
RSPB has rated “amber” for 
conservation concern, as its 
numbers are declining. 

A wildlife walk in the park, 
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which had been scheduled 
as part of the Haverhill Fes¬ 
tival, had to be cancelled af¬ 
ter the plants were cut. 

John Smithson, parks op¬ 
erations manager for St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil, said: “We had to cancel 
the walk because the flo- 
ristic interest wasn’t there, 
which was quite frustrating 
and disappointing. 

“We have spoken to the 
Environment Agency to ask 
why it was cut. Their re¬ 
sponse was to do with flood 
defence issues so that they 
can maintain the site, which 
we can’t really comment on 
as we’re not flood defence 
engineers. 

“What we have asked of 
them is for a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss whether we maintain 
the site for flood defence, 
and keep the floristic inter¬ 
est.” 

The meeting has been 
scheduled for July 27. 

Mr Bax wrote to the En¬ 
vironment Agency when he 
discovered that the banks 


had been mown. 

He receieved a reply on 
June 15. It read: “The recent 
cutting we did in Haverhill 
Flood Park was needed as 
engineers and our staff have 
to carry out monitoring 
and surveillance to ensure 
this water-retaining struc¬ 
ture is in a safe and good 
condition. We also do this 
maintenance to ensure the 
reservoir performs as it was 
designed; large sections of 
this reservoir must work as 
weirs and a short grass cov¬ 
er is essential to ensure the 
structure is resilient during 
overtopping events.” 

The letter also stated that 
the Environment Agency 
had consulted internally 
and was aware that the 
mowing would cause some 
damage to the flora and fau¬ 
na of the park.

Jane Carpenter, mitigating, said 
that Palmer, of The Annexe, Castle 
Camps, works as a self-employed 
builder and would lose profit with 
the loss of his licence. 


She added: "He is of previous 
good character." 

Magistrates disqualified Palmer 
from driving for 12 months and 
fined him £700. 

He must also pay £70 victim 
surcharge, £85 costs and £150 court 
charge.

Village police 
station closes 


A VILLAGE police station will 
close its doors on Wednes¬ 
day as its lease expires. 

The Harp Lane police sta¬ 
tion in Clare is currently the 
base for the St Edmundsbury 
Rural South Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Team (SNT), 
but an expired lease on the 
building mean the team has 
had to move. 

From July 8 the team, 
made up of a sergeant, two 
police officers, three PCSOs 
and a special constable, will 
be based at Haverhill Police 
Station in the town’s Swan 
Lane. 

However, they will keep 
a policing base in Clare by 
holding weekly drop-in 
meetings. 

The first meeting will take 
place on Tuesday, July 14, 
from 10am to noon. From 
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then on, the meetings will 
take place at the same time 
every week at the fire station 
in the village’s Station Road. 

A police telephone wall 
will also be set up at the fire 
station so residents without 
a mobile phone can get in 
touch with their SNT. 

Suffolk Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Pass- 
more said: “I’m sure every¬ 
one will agree that enabling 
the SNT to use fire station 
is a practical and value-for- 
money solution.” 

The SNT will continue 
their patrols in Clare and the 
surrounding villages as nor¬ 
mal. 

St Edmundsbury borough 


councillor for Clare Alaric 
Pugh said: “Everybody ben¬ 
efits because the officers get 
to be closer briefings from 
their manager in Haverhill, 
and they’ve still got a place 
in Clare where Clare resi¬ 
dents can make contact. The 
Haverhill and Clare team are 
run by exactly the same of¬ 
ficer. As residents of Clare we 
are not losing anything. 

“This is exactly the sort of 
negotiation that should be 
happening in the public sec¬ 
tor. This has had a pretty full- 
scale consultation.”

Burglars broke down the fire 
door of Tony Mumford’s studio in 
an industrial unit in Homefield 
Road on January 11 this year. They 
took equipment worth £2,000, in¬ 
cluding monitors and speakers. 

Fellow Haverhill musician Dar¬ 
ren Bardoe decided to raise money 
for Tony at an annual music festival 
he organises in Bishop’s Stortford. 

The festival, known as Vernfest, 
featured 14 bands in total, includ¬ 
ing three from the Haverhill area: 
Bad Monkey Driver, the Thursday 
Club, and the Love Marbles. It took 
place on Saturday, June 20. 

Darren said: “We really did have 
a good day. All the bands went on 
on time and everyone enjoyed it. 

“The only thing that let us down 
a little bit was the weather, but the 
sun started coming out around 
5pm and then it was packed.” 


Each year the concert chooses 
different causes to raise money for. 

Darren said: “We thought: ‘It’s a 
good music-related cause’. 

“Anyone who knows Tony knows 
he’s one of the nicest, most giving 
people you could meet.” 

They succeeded in making £500 
for Tony, as well as raising money 
for St Elizabeth Hospice. 


Tony, who teaches for Haverhill 
Drum Tuition, plans to use the 
funds to buy a PA speaker system. 

He said: “Then the students will 
be able to hear what they are play¬ 
ing. We’re just running it through a 
hi fi at the moment.” 

Tony, who also plays in That 
Eighties Band, is using equipment 
borrowed from other musicians af¬ 


ter the buglary. 

He said about the concert: “It’s 
nice that people do rally together 
and do this kind of thing. It restores 
a bit of faith in humanity. 

“People just go round doing 
these things like the burglary and 
they’ve got no morals at all. 

“I think it’s brilliant if a commu¬ 
nity gets together like that.”

Economy Team. 

It will target drug crime 
and other crime and disor¬ 
der issues across the county. 

It has been created in light 
of the Suffolk Local Policing 
Review, which looked at how 
to reorganise teams to meet 
central government savings 
challenges while still offer¬ 
ing high-quality policing. 

The team, which became 
fully operational on Tues¬ 
day, will be run by Tempo¬ 
rary Supt Bernie Morgan. 

He said: “This unit has 
specialist skills and is

equipped to proactively 
tackle force-wide and lo¬ 
cal policing priorities, while 
responding to the needs of 
local people,” saidT/D Supt. 
Morgan 

“We know that the nature 
of crime is changing rapidly, 
so we have set the team up 
to be fully flexible and able 
to meet the demands we 
face now and those predict¬ 
ed to emerge in the future.” 

The team will be made up 
of three Scorpion Sergeants 
and 30 constables, as well 
as one drugs team detective 
sergeant and six constables. 

They will be based across 
the county, including one 
base near Haverhill in Bury 
St Edmunds. There will also 


be bases in Ipswich and 
Lowestoft. 

“Officers have the abil¬ 
ity to perform all the tasks 
previously carried out by 
the former proactive teams, 
with the capability to per¬ 
form plain-clothes duties 
when required,” said T/D 
Supt. Morgan. 

“They will respond dy¬ 
namically to crime reports 
or intelligence, and will 
carry out pre-planned work 
to tackle crime priorities 
across the county.
